ADULTERATING WINES.

They say they will give hearty 
support to any wise legislation prohib- 
iting or restricting the manufacture 
and sale as er grade wine of any ar- 
ticle which is not entirely the product 
of the grape. They favor a prohibitory 
tax on the sale of adulterated wines, 
domestic or foreign, and upon spark- 
ling wines made in whole or in part 
from cider or other material other than 
grape juice, but hold that neither im- 
pregnation with carbonic acid gas or 
the addition of pure syrup or cane 
sugar should be called an adulteration. 
. They alse insist that the carbonation of 
pure wine is eminently wholesome, and 
not deleterious to health.

THE PENNSYLVANIA IN INDEPENDENTS. 


The State Committes in in Session at Phila- 
delphia. 

PHILADELPHIA, May 24.—The Inde- 
pendent Republican State Convention 
met this morning. United States Sen- 
ator Mitchell was chosen temporary 
chairman by acclamation amidst great 
applause» In_ returning thanks, 
Senator Mitchell eaid the work 


of the convention was not to nomi- 
nate a ticket that would help the 
Democratic party or defeat the Repub- 
lican party, but to nominate one that 
would receive the respect and sup- 
port of the Republican party. There 
must be an order of political things; 
leaders, but not “‘bosses.”’ It would be 
well for the convention to declare 
against this system. The speaker said 
he would be glad to stand before the 
convention and declare his desire to 
sup administration of the Presi- 

dent if the latter was disposed to en- 
force civil service reform; but he was 
sorry to say there were not yet any 
such indications on the part of Presi- 
dent Arthur. He trusted that the Re- 

publicans in the State would assist in 
ndding the party of the barnacles and 
of the corrupt atmosphere by which it 
has been so long surrounded. The roll 
of delegates was then called. 

Chas. 8. Wolfe was chusen perma- 
nent chairman of the Committee on 
Organization, and Senator Stewart 
chairman of the Committee on Resolu- 
tions. H.C. Foster was made perma- 
nent chairman, with a vice-president 
from each Senatorial district. During 
the course of Foster’s remarks he asser 
ted that the death of President Garfield 
was chargable directly to the spvils 
system, and spoke of the political 
ott of the State as something that 

ad too long been regarded as a sort of 
atrimony to be handed down from 
ather to son. 

Dr. Doane who was also called up- 
on, when his name was announced 
said: ‘““Gentlemen, I am here to resolve 
that we will put our grand old party 
where the immortal Lincoln found it 
and the immortal Garfield left it.”

When working up the campaign for 
a loan to the Southern Pacific Railroad 
in 1872, those engaged in it used to in- 
dulge in what some considered extrava- 
gant speculations as to the future of 
Southern California after the comple- 
tion of the Southern overland. We 
were promised a large population, man- 
ufactures, limitless miles of orchards 
and vineyards, extensive railroad work - 
shops, and wealth toall the industrious 
and prudent. And looking at our then 
barren foothills and sparsely settled 
plains and small volume of business, 
the doubters seemed to have the best 
of it. And really a large showing of 
prosperity with so small a beginning 
to one accustomed to the slow growth 
of Eastern towns and Eastern vegeta- 
tion was something to excite incredu- 
lity. But the steady march eastward 
of the rails soon began to turn the 
doubters into inyuirers, and from in- 
quirers into stout-hearted believers, 
until to-day we do not think there is a 
man within fifty miles of this centre 
of trade who does not have the firmest 
faith in a future grander than any 
prophet has dared to predict.

His Filght and Captare at Santa Monica by 
Officer Celis—Brought Back — 
8770 Recovered. 


William Somerset, the individual cel- 
ebrated as attempting to elope with 
Mrs. Thayer Tuesday evening, and who 
got away with $920 of her.coin, was 
captured last evening at sundown by 
| Adolfo Celis at Jose Villa’s place at old 
Santa Monica. The whereabouts of 
Somerset were knuwn to the police 
Tuesday night, but they did not fee 
justified in making an informal arrest. 
Yesterday morning Somerset was taken 
toold Santa Monica in a buggy by 
“Black Joe,"’ a pal of his. They left 
this city before daylight, and took a 
circuitous route, going by way of Wil- 
mington. Arriving at Villa's place, 
Somerset put up for the day and buried 
his money. He sent ‘‘Black Joe’’ back 
to Los Angeles to buy a good riding 
horse, - with strict injunctions to 
be back at four o'clock in the 
afternoon, but Joe met with various 
backsets that hindered his prompt re- 
turn. This made Somerset uneasy, and 
he purchased a very fine horse of a Mex- 
ican named Marquis living there, for 
$110, and hitched the animal to a post 
just to the further side of the house 
whence Celis approached. Chief King 
and Deputy Sheriff Berry were search- 
ing the vicinity of Wilmington thorough- 
ly, but could get noclue. After four 
o'clock yesterday afternoon Captain 
Cuddy received private advice of 
Somerset’s whereabouts, and started 
Celis thither as fast as it was possible 
for two horses to haulhim. Celis got to 
the Santa Monica Canyon just at dusk, 
and stopped at Marquis’ place, about a 
half a mile from Villa’s, toinquire about 
Somerset. While talking with the lady 
of the house, he observed the door of 
Villa’s saloon open and a woman come 
out and look earnestly 
own to where he was standing. Think- 
ing her actions suspicious, he started 
towards her, when he observed some 
one trying to pull her inside and shut 
the door. Then throwing off his large 
talma, which had disguised lim, he 
started on a dead run for the door. On 
the way he met a Mexican, who told 
him, in response to an inquiry, that 
Somerset was not in Villa’s saloon. 
Paying no attention tothe answer, he 
commenced a vigorous run. The wo- 
map Tt vanished, and the door 
closed, and Somerset as quickly ap- 
peared at another door, and rupning 
out tried to mount his horse, but he was 
somewhat nervous, and the horse 
jumped around so that he could not 
mount. Celis closed in on him, and 
covering him with his pistol, Somerset 
surrendered. Celis then searched him, 
recovering $660 in gold coin,- and 
brought him and the horse to town. 
Somerset: was lodged in jail with the 
charge of grand larceny booked against 
him. He will be arraigned before Judge 
Adams, in the Police Court, this morn- 
ing at 9o’clock. Mrs. Thayer filed a 
complaint against him yesterday, and if 
she sticks to her resolution to prosecute 
Somerset, it will undoubtedly go hard 
with him. Somerset is known in this 
community asa bad egg. At one time 
he was in the chain gang here six 
months for whipping his mother. He 
told the officers last night that his plan 
was to make his way over the mountains 
Lone Pine, Inyo county, and was in- 
tending to take a nymph du pave 
named Kitty, at Bakersfield, with him 
to start a dance house with Mrs. Thay- 
er’s money. By-going on horseback 
and keeping well away from ,ail- 
roads he hoped to complete his journey. 
When Fred. Thayer, the woman's hus- 
band, returned yesterday from his regu- 
lar trip out on the track he thought his 
wife had lost about $2,000, but she de- 
nies, saying it was only $920. ‘When 
they met she broke down with tears, 
but seemed to be more sorrowful at 
having been discovered than at the aw- 
ful crime which she has committed. 
The husband seems to take things philo- 
ene: The police deserve credit 
for their prompt action and success. |
